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25X1X 1. The Firuvle forced labor camp located in the village of Bacvice, near Split, is 


under the command of a UDB major, Ivo Zekan. The supervisor of the workers is 
Fabijan Males from Sinj. 


2, Generally the camp has between 250 to 300 workers convicted for a six month term, 
About 30 inmates from the Lepglava penitentiary are condemned for longer periods, 
The workers are. employed in a variety of construction projeets and at unloading 
ships and cars. They are under guard day and night, UDB agents and militiamen 
dividing guard duty. When unloading war materiel, the number of UDB agents 
guarding the workers increases, 


3. Workers live in two new one-story barracks, Working time is 6 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
The food is reported to be bad consisting of bean soup and 350 grems of dark 
bread, The camp has 4 large gasoline resevoir and a storehouse for construction 
material . 
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
